Is Damaged by Falling Walls 


Nearly' Collapses as Result of Wrecking Operations on 
Adjoining Lot — Edifice Was Built by 
Justinian The Great. 


Istanbul, Turkey, Aug. 27 (AP) — 
The world-famous Mosque of St 
Sophia was badly shaken and near* 
ly collapsed Sunday as a result of 
wrecking operations at the adjoin­ 
ing law' courts, where a disastrous 
fire occurred earlier this year.
